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Claim l(b)(iii) is to read ". . .to a second elevation , said second end forming a closed end 
of said body ; 

Claim 1 is amended to include "a handle connected to the body via a connecting portion 
extending upwardly, said handle having a proximal end extending from said connecting portion 
and protruding above and beyond the mouth and toward the user in a direction of the mouth, and 
a distal end extending from the connecting portion opposite the direction of the mouth." 
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
